SEMI-ANNUAL ADDRESS 


Eminent Sirs and Sir Knights: 


It is not only my privilege but a great pleasure to welcome you 
to the 151st Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery 
K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. It is my sincere desire 
that each and everyone of you may enjoy this Conclave, the as- 
sociations with your Fraters, and our change of meeting place. 


Today, we meet in the City of New Bedford, Massachusetts. 
The records show that Sutton Commandery No. 16 K.T. was 
chartered on March 4, 1864 and so far, as J can find out, this is 
the first time that a Conclave of this Grand Commandery has 
been held in this city. We are the guests of the Masonic Temple, 
through the courtesy of the Officers and Sir Knights of Sutton 
Commandery No. 16 K.T., Eminent Sir Franklin H. Michelsen, 
Commander. 


At this time, I want to publicly express the thanks of this Grand 
Commandery to all who had any part in making the arrangements 
for this Conclave and the luncheon which is to be served later at 
the Wamsutta Club. The luncheon is sponsored by the Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island Association of Knights Templars Com- 
manders. It is this spirit of cooperation that will carry out our 
Grand Master’s slogan: “A REVITALIZED AND GREATER 
TEMPLARY.” 


It is not my purpose to make a full report of my administration 
as Grand Commander from October 29th, 1956 to the present 
time as it is my intention to give a complete report at our Annual 
Conclave to be held on Saturday, October 12, 1957. 
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MEMBERSHIP 


My objective, upon being elected and installed as your Grand 
Commander for 1956-1957 was 1,000 petitions. It was my feeling 
that 1,000 petitions was not asking too much. 


We need 800 petitions to show a Net Gain over deaths, demits 
and suspensions. On May Ist, we had received 707 petitions. 
We shall not know until the Annual Returns are received, after 
the close of the Commandery Year on June 30th, if we have made 
a Net Gain in Membership. 


It is my desire to have all petitioners knighted before June 30th 
— “do not hold any over for next year.” 


Eminent Sir J. Leroy Jones is the Chairman of the Membership 
and Publicity Committee, and at the beginning of the vear, he 
gave each COMMANDERY A QUOTA based upon their last 
year’s membership. As of May Ist, 14 Commanderies have reached 
or exceeded their quotas. There is still more time to bring in 
petitions, and have them acted upon before the closing date of 
June 30th. 


Let each Sir Knight put his shoulder to the wheel and “PRESS 
FORWARD TO VICTORY.” 


INSPECTIONS, MARKING AND TACTICS 


ALL INSPECTIONS, with the exception of two, are now com- 
pleted. We have NATICK COMMANDERY No. 33 to be held 


on Monday, May 13th, and WASHINGTON COMMANDERY 
No. 4 on Wednesday, May 15th. 


In my inaugural address, I stated: “There will be a change in 
the Marking System this year.” We have a staff of Marking 
Officers, who reluctantly accepted the job, fully realizing the 
many conditions involved, although they knew the Ritual and 
Tactics, they were not familiar with our Marking System. Our 
Marking System this year was changed, and instead of marking on 
985 points, as during the previous year, we marked on the basis that 
to obtain a ten minus mark, a Commandery must receive between 
970 points and 1000 points. “At that time, I appointed Eminent 
Sir Clyde L. Carter, Inspector Instructor.” 


On December 19th, Grand Commandery was shocked to learn 
of the passing of Eminent Sir Clyde L. Carter, who was a loyal 
and devoted officer. As Inspector Instructor, he gave freely of 
his time, substance, and energy to further the cause of Templary. 
Slow to criticize, tactful when making necessary corrections, he 
was loved and respected by all. His call to the Asylum above left 
Templary a vacancy In our ranks that was hard to fill. 
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On April 24th I officially appointed Eminent Sir Thomas C. 
Brown, Past Commander of Thomas Smith Webb Commandery 
No. 51 K.T., Cranston, Rhode Island, to the Office of Inspector 
Instructor, and will make his report later. 


EXEMPLIFICATIONS 


This year we instituted a program of Exemplifications. The 
purpose of this program was to improve the quality and create 
more uniformity in the work. I am convinced that good, uniform 
work will be the means of rekindling the interest of our members 
as well as an inducement for Chapter Companions to see the 
ORDERS OF TEMPLARY. 


Exemplifications are also a means of correcting various in- 
terpretations in our Tactics and demonstrating ‘on the spot” just 
how the semi-military part of our work is to be done. I also felt 
that our Inspecting Officers, who instruct their Commanderies at 
preliminary inspections and Assistant Inspector Instructors who 
do the marking on Inspection Night, would through their attend- 
ance at Exemplifications, come to a meeting of minds on our 
Tacties which could only result in more uniform instruction and 
a more uniform and fairer marking system. 


Exemplifications were held in Brockton, Lawrence, Fitchburg, 
Pawtucket and Dorchester. Total registration was 583, and with 
two exceptions, all Commanderies were represented. 


I am gratified with the support and with the results obtained 
at the Exemplifications. I believe that the program was successful 
and beneficial to all who attended. 


I wish to express my gratification to the Grand Commandery 
Officers, who made the arrangements, to the Eminent Commanders, 
who assisted in the Ritualist Work, and who offered the use of their 
Asylums, to the Assistant Inspector Instructors who conducted 
and assisted in the work, and to Right Eminent Sir Harold 8, 
Crocker, Past Grand Commander, who so ably conducted the first 
Exemplification after the death of our Inspector Instructor, 
Eminent Sir Clyde L. Carter. 


CONCLUSION 


Every Master Mason should be a potential and prospective 
petitioner for the Orders of Knighthood. It is there that our ap- 
proach to new members should commence. I am reminded of an 
old story — “When our martyred President, William McKinley, 
was a Major in the Union Army during the Civil War, he was placed 
in charge of hospitals in Virginia. He noticed some strange bonds 
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between certain Union Surgeons and Confederate prisoners, who 
were patients. He discovered it was Masonry, and war or no war, 
the mystic bond that knows no boundaries was at work. 


McKinley immediately decided to apply for membership. His 
petition was accepted, and he was raised in a Lodge composed of 
paroled Confederate prisoners of war at Winchester, Virginia.” 


Today, as it ever has been, life abounds with contracts — 
wealth or poverty, truth or falsehood, justice or injustice, liberty 
and oppression — flourish side by side the world over. Men of 
purpose, born of the Faith, filled with Hope and motivated by 
Charity, are ever needed to shield the weak and helpless. It is 
the avowed purpose of the Modern Knight Templar to meet that 
great need. 


As a Christian Order of Knighthood, let us stand up for the 
principles upon which our Order was founded: FREEDOM, 
LIBERTY, JUSTICE AND THE CHRISTIAN RELIGION.

REPORT OF THE 
EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION COMMITTEE 


To the Officers and Members of Grand Commandery K.T. of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island: 


Sir Knights: 


Supplementing the Financial Report of the Educational Founda- 
tion Committee for the Division of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island as prepared by our Auditor, Em. Sir. Hurlbut L. Plummer 
for the year ending December 1, 1956, copies of which have been 
filed with the Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment K.T. 
of U.S.A., and with the Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery 
K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, which report will be 
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published in the Proceedings for 1957, we present additional in- 
formation and comments regarding the work done by your Com- 
mittee since January 1956. 


The year 1956 was a very active one for this Division. The 
number of applications received during the year exceeded the num- 
ber of loans granted. We granted 111 loans which were as fellows: 


To 88 male students amounting to $36,562.50 
To 23 female students amounting to $8,862.40 making a 
grand total of $45,424.90. 


Several applications were rejected or failed to qualify and 10 
were in the process of investigation at the close of 1956. 


While most of our loans were made to Junior and Senior stu- 
dents, we do and have made loans for vocational training, nursing, 
business college, and post-graduate work. We feel that hundreds of 
sous people, if they knew of this Fund, would avail themselves of 
it. 


In the administration of the Educational Foundation Funds, we 
try to understand each individual case by personal interviews and 
contacts, to compliment such students as make real efforts to repay 
the money loaned within the time limit, and to be lenient with those 
students who have met with misfortune since leaving college. 


We feel that the service of our Committee, to our youth is the 
principal objective of this Fund, and our administration has been 
of a nature to encourage and assist the student, who is willing to 
cooperate with the Rules and Regulations of this Foundation. 


It should be a source of extreme gratification to every Knight 
Templar to know that our Order not only teaches the Idealism of 
the Christian religion, but also pursues the practical source 1n 
helping to educate the youth of our beloved nation. T ruly this 
Foundation is a “SACRED TRUST FUND.”

NEW MEMBERSHIP AND PUBLICITY 
Right Eminent Grand Commander and Sir Knights: 


Our membership goal for the current year was again set at 
1,000 petitions, affiliations and reinstatements, which is a reason- 
able objective and is equal only to about 6.8% of our 14,760 
recorded members at the beginning of the year. 


As of April 30, 1957 we had received a total of 707 petitions com- 
pared with 616, 610 and 625, respectively, on the same date in 
the years 1956, 1955 and 1954. Fourteen commanderies had 
reached or exceeded their individual quotas through April equaling 
the final number to do so in each of three preceding years. 

So far in May there has been a marked decline in petition ac- 
tivity and, although the total petitions for the current year will 
be in excess of the number obtained in each of the last two years, 
we probably shall fall short of our quota goal by 15 to 20%. 

During the year we have made use of the columns of the Templar, 
with the cooperation of the Grand Recorder, to urge increased 
membership activity and to keep all commandery council officers 
and Grand Commandery line officers informed of our membership 
progress.

Dear Rt. Em. Grand Commander: 


The members were duly notified on both the January and March 
notices, and at a Regular Conclave of Coeur de Lion Commandery 
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No. 34, held March 19, 1957, 80 per cent of the members rresent 
voted favorably to a proposal to move our quarters and place 
of meeting to the Masonic Building, Medford, Massachusetts. 

There is no consideration or desire to change in any way the 
present established Jurisdiction of Coeur de Lion Commandery 
No. 34. The vote to move, however, changes the regular meeting 
night from the Third Tuesday to the Third Wednesday. 


This move has been under consideration for many months. A 
Committee was appointed to carefully investigate the situation 
and that committee reported unanimously in favor of moving the 
Commandery to Medford. 


Up to 1927 Coeur de Lion Commandery membership increased 
to 673 members. Since that year there has been a steady decline 
in membership to a low of 315 in 1950. Only by the constant and 
tireless efforts of a few ardent officers have we been able to build 
up the membership to 338. In the past ten years, more than 
90 per cent of the candidates belonged to Chapters north of Charles- 
town. Of the present membership, 236 members reside north of 
Charlestown, 39 reside in or south of Charlestown, and of these 
only 7 reside in Charlestown and 10 in the Boston area, with some 
of those belonging to Chapters north of Charlestown. . 


Many promises have been given us of applications if we move 
to Medford, the Commandery will benefit by decreased expenses, 
and it is believed that the accommodations will be more agreeable. 


Bearing in mind the changed conditions in our present location, 
the advantages to be gained by moving, and assurances of an in- 
creased interest in the Commandery, it is believed that both the 
near and far distant future prosperity of Coeur de Lion Com- 
mandery and Templary can be progressively accomplished only 
by making the desired move to Medford. 

The Officers and Members of Coeur de Lion Commandery No. 
34 most earnestly solicit favorable fraternal consideration by the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island to grant 
the dispensations required for the Commandery to make this 
desirable move.

The Grand Commander may grant a dispensation ‘to hold a 
special conclave in a location other than that specified in the 
charter,” but he has no authority to change the date of the stated 
conclave. _ This must be done through a change in the by-laws of 
the Constituent Commandery after same has been borne upon its 
notice, and it has been referred to the Jurisprudence Committee 
of Grand Commandery for approval.

Tue Granp Commanper: R..E..Sir Wilson, I am glad to 
see that you have arrived. The Recorder and the Illustrious 
Potentate have tried in your absence to give a story on the All- 
Masonic Night on June 8 but perhaps you would like to add your 
comments to it. 


R..E..Sir Roperr Garpviner Wixson, Jr.: Well, I welcome 
the opportunity. The Grand Commandery is very fortunate to 
have the Grand Recorder, a fellow who has an “in” with Aleppo 
Temple. He is the Potentate and he has given us a very free hand. 
Being not too modest he has said that he wants this All-Masonic 
Night to be second to none — so it won’t be. 


In view of the fact that I mailed back yesterday the first 4,000 
rejects we will not need to worry about a full house. That is 
just the first 4,000. Each application, as it comes in, we number 
with a numbering machine. I am glad I am not running for any- 
thing. When we send back the rejects we also enclose the original 
application with the number on it. 


We don’t need to feature the entertainment because we get cus- 
tomers but it will be interesting for you boys to know, if you want 
to get home, that you can see the two main features on the next 
two Sundays. One is Joni James who will be on the Sunday night 
directly following and the other is Jeanne Carroll who will be on 
Ed Sullivan’s show a week from that Sunday. So if you don’t 
want to stay too late you can stay home and see it on TV. 


I am glad to say that we have had the full cooperation of the 
Grand Commander and officers. We have returns already from 
31 Commanderies with assurance of 769 uniformed Sir Knights. 
In fact, it is probable that we will use the same formation we did 
last year, learning from experience, and it is probable that if 
anywhere near that number turns out, instead of four files facing 
to the stage we will have six, leaving less room for you to stagger 
up the center of the hall, but knowing you I know you will make it 
that early in the evening. 
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Now it is of comparative importance that the boys be on the 
level with the committee on the estimate of the Sir Knights to be 
there for two reasons. First, we are, of course, hamstrung for 
tickets and no tickets are being sent out until I get George’s list 
which I got yesterday and the Grand Commander’s list, and the 
list of the Patrol, Uniformed Units of the Temple, and the Sir 
Knights’ figure, because I have got to take from the best scats 
enough seats to accommodate those Commanderies who say they 
are going to bring those Sir Knights with them. It really won’t 
be playing the game if you request more seats than you are actually 
going to use. Because each Commander has now given George 
the story, which he has given to me in his usual efficient and de- 
tailed manner, and there will be mailed to the Commander of cach 
of the 31 Commanderies a pink ticket, one each, for the uniformed 
Sir Knights he says are coming, and a reserved seat for the lady 
of each Sir Knight who says he is coming — in uniform. The seats 
for those ladies if the figures aren’t padded, will be all together. 
For example, all the ladies of Sutton Commandery would be all 
together and grouped with other ladies of the Sir Knights. If 
any of the Commanderies want to change their figures up or down 
I wish they would for a second reason. These formations on the 
floor just don’t happen and I don’t have to tell you military men 
that. The reason it came out so well last year was that we knew 
how many files to make. We actually counted from the front of 
the hall in threes the number of men we had and we know, for 
example, that we want thirty-five threes in each line. Now if you 
boys don’t give me the correct figures it won’t be too good but if I 
have approximately the correct figure it will be done right.

wouldn’t go through what I did last year but it yore os ae 
the Commanders know what they are doing and there isn’t much 
time for dress rehearsals or pep talks. I am going to have the same 
adequate assistance this year, if he likes, from E..Sir Burr who 
knows his stuff, and also along the other lines. The platform will be 
here and the Manger there, and keep away from the Manger up- 
upstairs anyway. ‘The uniformed Sir Knights will be in the cor- 
ridor near the Manger. There will be plenty of room and they will 
line up as they arrive. Please don’t arrive late. This will start, 
as they all do, at seven o’clock. You will have plenty of time for 
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conversation after seven because the people who want their seats 
will be in them by seven or they won’t be there. So the uniformed 
Sir Knights will be in the corridor near the Manger. 


There is a room, as those who were there last year know, where 
the banners can be kept. It is none of my business but I would 
suggest that each Commandery have a white tape around the 
staff with the number of the Commandery so there is no confusion. 
In other words, just an ordinary piece of adhesive so you will know 
your flag when you see it. They will be in that side of the hall with 
the platform here. 


The Commanderies will come in this entrance and if you remem- 
ber last year I was in the spot there. If I get any degree of co- 
operation we will name the Commandery and its Commander and 
you will come across the platform and down this side of the hall 
in precedence of Commanderies and if you want it, be there in time 
to take it. Then you cross here with the platform down there. 
There will be guides the same as last: year. 


The first line of seven or eight Commanderies will come down 
here, the second line down here, probably a third line coming 
down here. That disposes of half of the 750. 


The fourth line will probably come down and be here. So we 
eliminate the crowding that we had last year and this is one thing 
we have learned from experience. The next group will come down 
center. So there are three lines here and one there. So they will 
come down to form here and the other here because you can’t 
come down the outside line and turn on yourselves. We will 
announce, as I say, each Commandery as it comes in with the name 
of the Commander. 


The order may be changed but they will be given a right and 
left face. If you can visualize it there are three lines, or columns, 
here and three there, six in all, and when your austere presence 1s 
about to be announced from this corner they will get a right and 
left face so all six columns will face inward so you can stagger 
down the aisle with your stuffed shirts. And you will come down 
center past my position and up on the platform as we did last year 
with the heads of Templary in the front row and your Grand 
Officers in about the third row. You will get a complete program 
and time schedule. 


Following that we will give an order that the flags only, as we 
did last year — if we can do it and I don’t know why we can’t — 
that the flags only will come to the center and go off first. At that 
moment, of course, the entire Garden floor will be taken up by 
uniformed Sir Knights and the center taken up with banners and 
standards. The flags will go out here and be deposited in the room 
then come in this entrance without confusion. I congratulate the 
boys on the way they operated last year. Then they go into the 
center for their seats. 
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The Commanderies will about face, those on this side face that 
way, and those on this side that way, and the side seats in the hall 
not already occupied by Aleppo’s uniformed bodies, 500 seats in 
the steel stands back of the Shrine Band, will be held and guarded 
for the Sir Knights. 


I again say that I want to congratulate the boys on the job 
they did last year without a rehearsal. It didn’t seem possible 
that we could do the display we did, which in my mind was a 
knockout. We have one less Commandery this year but more 
than 200 more Sir Knights. The hall will be filled to capacity. 
Your ladies should be in their seats by seven o’clock because the 
seats will again bear the legend that these seats are reserved up to 
7:00 p.m. And there are tickets sent out that will be entitled to 
take any empty seat at seven o’clock. So it would be a good idea 
to be there and find a warm and ready seat; otherwise, they may 
find it warm but not ready. 


Again this repetition, the seats will be mailed out, according to 
the list given me by George, to the 31 Commanderies. It isn’t 
too late for the thirty-second Commandery to come in, say up 
to next Tuesday. He will mail out one pink ticket for each Sir 
Knight in your Commandery who has said he will be there in 
uniform, and it is only good for a uniformed Sir Knight; and there 
will be a blue ticket, I guess, for his lady. Those figures should be 
firm because once the tickets are mailed out I am not going to 
chase them. Secondly, if you are not going to use them mail them 
back because there are those who would like to use them. Next, 
we want a reasonably accurate count because otherwise the floor 
maneuver will fall flat on its face. I have got to know the number 
of threes I am playing with and with the cooperation this year that 
I know I will get, the same as from your predecessor, I know 
Templary will do some business and sell some applications. 


Tur Grann Commanper: Thank you, R..E..Sir Wilson. 


Sir Knights, this is going to be a wonderful opportunity to 
display Templary to all the Masons in Massachusetts. I hope 
that as many of you as possible will be there. I am very glad to 
hear our R.. E“.Sir Wilson say that if there are any additions get 
them in by Tuesday. There is your opportunity and I hope you 
will take full advantage of it. The R.. E.. Past Grand Commander 
has told you what the story is and I am sure you know that what 
he said he means. It will be same as last year. There cannot be 
any slipup. So if you can let the Grand Recorder know today or 
no later than Tuesday if there are any additions or deletions in 
those figures it will be helpful. Let’s show Templary at its best.

progress of each Commandery in its efforts to fill their Member- 
ship Quotas.

_I would suggest that when the Commandery Officers have 
finished reading their copies, that they make them available to 
the other Sir Knights of their respective Commanderies. 


MEMBERSHIP 


For the Tenth straight year, this Grand Jurisdiction can report 
a Net Gain in Membership as of June 30, 1957 of 88 Sir Knights. 


From September 1, 1956 to June 30, 1957, we obtained 832 
petitions or 83.2% of the Grand Commandery Quota of 1000 
petitions. Although our failure to obtain the full Grand Com- 
mandery Quota is disappointing, we can take encouragement 
from the fact that we obtained 110 petitions more than in the 
preceding year, and the largest since 1952. 


We knighted 728, affiliated 17, and reinstated 21. Our losses 
were heavy in the Demit and Suspension columns which amounted 
to a total of Demits 121, Suspended 119: our total membership 
as of June 30, 1957 is 14,848 Sir Knights,

FINANCE 


Article VIII, Section 5 of the Constitution and Regulations of 
the Grand Commandery K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
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requires “that a Grand Commander keep his expenditures within 
the Budget submitted by the Finance Committee and adopted 
by the Grand Commandery.” 


I have tried, during the past year, with the increased cost of 
Printing, Postage, Telephone and Rent, to administer the Office 
of Grand Commander in an economical and efficient manner and 
thus keep within my Budget as approved by the Grand Com- 
mandery on October 29, 1956. I am pleased to report that this 
has been accomplished. 


The Auditor’s and Grand Treasurer’s Report shows a balance 
of $529.60 left unexpended. As 1958, is our Triennial Year, and 
this will call for additional expenses, I therefore recommend that 
$250.00 of this unexpended balance be transferred to the 1958 
Triennial Fund. 


“ALL MASONIC NIGHT” 


An invitation was extended to your Grand Commander, Grand 
Commandery Officers, and the Officers and Sir Knights of our 
Constituent Commanderies to be the guests of Aleppo Temple 
A.A.O.N.M.S. at the “All-Masonic Night” to be held in the Boston 
Garden on Saturday evening, June 8, 1957 (this is covered by my 
Official Order No. 3, March 29, 1957). 


I would be remiss if I did not make some comment at this time 
to express my thanks to my Grand Commandery Officers, and to 
the Officers and Sir Knights of 34 Commanderies who accepted 
my invitation to act as my escort on this occasion. 


These Commanderies — with their Colors and Banners and 
uniformed Sir Knights totaling 740 — loyally complied with my 
earnest request to assure a colorful and impressive display of 
Templary on this outstanding occasion. Added to the above num- 
ber were 20 Grand Commandery Officers. I have been informed 
that including the special guests on the stage and sitting in the 
boxes, the Band, Patrol, Chanters, Oriental Band, Degree Staff, 
and the Temple Guards — more than 1000 Sir Knights had an 
active part in this great display — before an audience of more than 
16,000! Surely this was an event to make each and every one of us 
proud to be called a Knight Templar. 


I congratulate Right Eminent Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., 
General Chairman, for his painstaking efforts in arranging all 
the details, the split-second timing, and the handling of such a 
large group, with seemingly very little effort and a total lack of 
confusion — without rehearsals. Truly, Templary was on dis- 
play in all its glory; marching to the tune of ‘Onward Christian 
Soldiers.” 
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DRILL TEAMS 


A year ago I recommended the formation of Drill Teams. This 
was also recommended by our Most Eminent Grand Master. 
Efforts to form Drill Teams were made by several of our Com- 
manderies. Only three materialized. These three were Holy 
Sepulchre, Sutton and Thomas Smith Webb. I congratulate these 
Commanderies on their success. 


It is my firm belief that the formation of Commandery Drill 
Teams do much to build “esprit de corp.” They will enliven 
interest in social activities and in the semi-military part of our 
work. They will interest the younger Sir Knights and create 
interest in the “back in uniform” movement recommended by our 
Grand Master. They will provide a source of new Officer material. 
I again recommend that every Commandery give consideration 
to the formation of Drill Teams. 


YORK RITE NIGHTS 


York Rite Nights were held this year in Cranston, Rhode 
Island, Athol and Lowell, Massachusetts. On each occasion the 
Presiding Officers of the Grand Chapter, Grand Council and Grand 
Commandery, or their representatives, were present. On each 
occasion, the Commandery was the sponsoring body. These nights 
were both interesting and instructive, and I am sure that the 
Brethren, who had not received the Capitular or Cryptic degrees 
or the Orders of Templary, obtained a clearer understanding of all. 


York. Rite Nights should be actively promoted as a means of 
providing information to prospective candidates. 


“CHRISTMAS OFFERING AND GOOD CHEER” 


Official Order No. 1 under date of November 1, 1956 requesting 
contributions for the purpose of carrying “Good Cheer and Good 
Will into the Homes of the Needy” was mailed to each Con- 
stituent Commandery. 


Fifty Commanderies contributed a total of $8,665.73 which is 
only an increase of $8.05 over last year’s contribution of $8,657.68. 


Since the beginning of this Christmas Activity in 1931, we have 
collected and expended a total of $161,497.60, but as Knights 
Templar, we should do much better as one of our slogans is — 
“feed the hungry, clothe the naked and bind up the wounds of 
the afflicted.” 


This is a very worthwhile cause, and should receive the full 
support of each Sir Knight in this Grand Jurisdiction. 
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“TEMPLAR NIGHT AT THE POPS” 


On Tuesday evening, June 4, 1957, the “Annual Templar Nite 
at the Pops,” which was again sponsored by the Presiding Councils 


Club, was held in Symphony Hall, Boston, and the event was a 
sell-out. 


_ The “Pops Nite” has been the source of raising funds for dona- 
tions to Templar Activities and other worthy causes. This year 
they made a contribution to the furnishings of the “Knight 
Templar Memorial Chapel” in the George Washington National 
Memorial located in Alexandria, Virginia. 


I consider this concert a very worthy undertaking and warrants 
the full support of each Sir Knight.

The net 
worth at the start of the fiscal year has been increased by this 
amount. It has also been increased by the transfer of the St. 
George Commandery account to the General Fund in accordance 
with the vote of Grand Commandery last year. 


During the examination, cancelled checks and approved vouchers 
for disbursements were presented and examined.

Tue Granp Commanper: Sir Knights, after those long reports 
I am sure you will appreciate a little breather and I would like, 
at this time, to present to you, and ask him for a few words, 
M.W. Bro. Farron, the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Rhode Island. 


M.W. Farron: R..E..Grand Commander, M.W. Grand 
Master, distinguished Fraters, my fellow members of this Grand 
Commandery. This, as most of you, or many of you, may know, 
is my first appearance in Grand Commandery, although I have 
been a member of it for several years. I certainly do not feel ill 
at ease as I know so many of you by name. Permit me, in this 
busy day of yours and ours and mine, merely to extend to you the 


greetings of the Grand Lodge of the State of Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations. 


Tue Granp Commanper: Thank you, M.W. Now, Sir Knights, 
I would like to introduce to you once more our M.W. Grand 
Master and ask him if he will give us some words of wisdom. 
M.W. Grand Master Andrew G. Jenkins. 


M.W. Anprew G. Jenkins: R..E..Sir Grand Commander 
Thomas A. Booth, and R..E..Sir Inspecting Officer — I imagine 
you have the title; and one I cannot forget and that is our Past 
M...E..Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, my friend and 
your friend, Harry G. Pollard. Harry. I salute you. 


Knight Templary has been very close to my heart for a great 
many years. Of course, your first baby is likely to be something 
that you appreciate the most. The first body that I ever had the 
privilege of presiding over was Pilgrim Commandery No. 9. 
Although on our charter it says No. 8 we are proud to be Pilgrim 
Commandery No. 9. I don’t know why we ever got mixed up 


and our charter says 8 but probably some of the officers could 
tell us the reason. 


However, Pilgrim Commandery has always been a very proud 
Commandery, proud of its existence and proud of its accomplish- 
ments. In Lowell we have had six Grand Commanders of the 
Grand Commandery. We have had two Past Grand Masters of 
the Grand Encampment. In the first original charter it called 
the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island as 
the Grand Encampment. If you read the remarks of William Sewall 
Gardner, when he addressed the then Grand Encampment of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, he laid particular stress on the 
changing situation, what we were up against in this part of the 
country, and how we in Massachusetts, and according to your 
R..E..Grand Commander’s remarks here, the Grand Lodge has 
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been more or less parallel with the Grand Commandery. In 1865, 
that was on May 5, when celebrating the sixtieth anniversary 
William Sewall Gardner made the statement that we claimed to 
be the oldest Grand Commandery although it was challenged by 
Philadelphia. ‘The same thing exists in the Grand Lodge. We 
claim and are the oldest Grand Lodge and yet the same challenge 
comes from Pennsylvania. 


I was very interested in your report and I want to compliment 
you on the excellence of the report. When Pilgrim Commandery 
first started we had 13 members in 1805. In 1926 we reached the 
top of our membership which was 679. Am I correct, Harry? 
Since that time Pilgrim Commandery has gone down. Yes, my 
figures are wrong but the totals are correct. We have endeavored 
to make better Knights Templars and I think the standard has 
certainly increased. 


Twenty-five years ago when I attended Grand Commandery 
meetings I was just the same as a lot of these Sir Knights here 
and went out the door while the Grand Commander was reading 
his report. It was not discourteous; it was simply that we liked 
the fellowship and we knew the report would be published later. 
I am sure that all of you who stayed to hear this report really 
have something to carry back to your various Commanderies. 


In the presence of so many conspicuous leaders in the several 
communities from which you come I feel sort of out of place in 
talking. I would much prefer silence to trying to express some of 
the ideas that have lain in a confused jungle in my mind for years. 
However, I believe it is time that we should take some positive 
action. We have preferred the practice of patience, perserverance, 
or reluctancy, to sit back and see what was done, not to oppose 
any action but more or less go along with the times. That I 
don’t think is the policy that Masonry and Knight Templarism 
should take at the present time. We should take positive action 
and not the weak and spineless theory of let’s be congenial and 
let’s be happy. The time is come when we should have for our 
main interest in life and one of our teachings, and that is charity, 
and I use the word “charity” in its first descriptive analysis, 
that is Christian love. It is the act of loving all men as brothers 
because they are the sons of God. 


The Knights Templars is the only organization in Masonry 
that is strictly founded on the Christian religion and the practice 
of Christian doctrines. What a tremendous pride we should 
take in that fact. It seems that we have overlooked one of our 
best selling arguments by keeping that under cover. We should 
be exceedingly proud that we are, perhaps. 


At the first of the Crusades there was nothing but a rabble and 
mob, and so forth, that tried to take over the Holy Land, but 
definitely as the 200 years went on they kept increasing and 
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became more and more Christian and were a Christian organiza- 
tion. 

I am afraid I am taking too much time, however. I do appreciate 
this opportunity. I do want to congratulate you and your Grand 
Commandery on the excellence of all the arrangements that have 
been made and for a most happy time. I have enjoyed my stay 
with you and thank you.

With reference to the proposed change of location of Coeur de 
Lion Commandery from Charlestown to Medford, the Juris- 
prudence Committee are of the opinion that the provisions of 
the Grand Commandery Constitution, Art. X, Sec. 5; Art. XVI, 
Sec. 1, and Art. XV, appear to give the answer to the problem. 
The place of Conclaves is determined by the Charter or by the 
By-Laws, under Article XVI, Sec. 1. Charters are granted by 
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vote of the Grand Commandery under Art. X, Sec. 5, and pre- 
sumably can only be amended or changed by vote of the granting 
power. 

No By-Law changes are valid, under Art. XV until same have 
been approved by the Grand Commandery either at outset, or by 
“review” following interim approved by the Grand Commander. 
Therefore the Grand Commandery on October 12th should be 
requested to approve proposed amendment to the Charter of 
Coeur de Lion changing “Charlestown District, City of Boston’ 
to read ‘“‘City of Medford;” also to approve By-Law amendment 
changing the words “third Tuesday of each month” in Article I, 
Sec. 1, to read “third Wednesday in each month.”

R..E..Sir C. Byron Lear, Past Grand Generalissimo of the Grand 
Encampment, Inspecting Officer, and personal representative of 
the Grand Master, M..E..Sir Walter A. Delamater of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States of America. 
R..E..Sir, we are very happy to have you here and turn this 
Grand Commandery over to you. (Standing applause) 


R..E..Str C. Byron Lear: R..E..Grand Commander, 
guests at this 154th Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, the distinguished guests 
representing Templary from New England and, indeed, along the 
Atlantic Seaboard, Fred Kennedy, your Department Com- 
mander — and Sir Knights. 


A few years ago the class of a Harvard professor was called upon 
for a review and test on a certain morning. The professor went 
along with the questions until he saw one of the men sitting in 
the rear of the room, very slovenly dressed, leaning back in his 
chair, chewing tobacco, and each time he called upon this man he 
failed completely in the question asked. Finally the professor 
said, “Would you please stand and tell me where you were last 
night?” “Well, I was shooting pool.” “Well, do you think that is 
the way to prepare for a test such as we are having this morning?” 


“Well, as a matter of fact, I am not interested in the test you 
have been giving. I am the plumber who is here to fix the radiator.” 


Now I am here in a dual capacity, one to represent the Grand 
Master Walter A. Delamater and the other of a very personal 
nature — because this is not the first time I have had the privilege 
and great pleasure of attending your Annual Conclave — to pay 
my respect while being here to a man who had a great deal to do 
with my initial entry into the Line of the Grand Encampment, 
your distinguished Senior Past Grand Commander and the Senior 
Past Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, none other than 
Harry Gilmore Pollard of Lowell, Massachusetts. I am delighted 
to be here in his Grand Commandery and find him able and 
capable of being in attendance and in such apparent good health. 


I want to pay my respects to another good friend with whom 
I have fought a lot of battles and I want to refer to Benjamin 
Franklin Downing. 

It was my privilege to develop interest in and plan for the 
presentation of Templary on Fifth Avenue at the last Triennial. 
I think it was generally considered that Templary was presented 
in an unusual fashion and to the satisfaction of all those who looked 
upon it. When I commenced to plan for a Division from New Eng- 
land, naturally it should be number one because you have that 
position in the Grand Encampment. I looked around for a good 
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Marshal for that Division, a man who was qualified and ex- 
perienced, one who with vigor and vitality and interest would carry 
out his assignment. So I looked to Massachusetts and Robert 
Gardiner Wilson, Jr., and I want to say to you, as I said to him 
last night, that I believe the great success of that First Division, 
imposing and impressive as it was, was so largely due to the manner 
in which Bob Wilson formed up that Division and presented it to 
the citizens of New York in August of 1955. 


I am looking forward in 1958 in Indianapolis to another fine 
presentation of Templary from New England and, of course, 
this will be the nucleus, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. Again 
I am asking Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., to act as the Marshal 
of that Division and I know that once again New England in all 
its Templar glory will be presented on August 16, 1958, in a manner 
that New England can well be proud of. 


Now, of course, R..E..Grand Commander, I do come as the 
personal representative of our Eminent Grand Master, whose 
personal and Knightly greetings I am pleased to convey. The 
Grand Master has just returned from the session of the General 
Grand Chapter in Sun Valley and has stopped off in Chicago where 
he has called a meeting of the Trustees of the Templar Eye Founda- 
tion and could not be present here for that reason. I do present 
to you his personal interest in the good of Templary in Massa- 
chusetts that has been done in the past and will be in the future. 


I, too, have been greatly interested in reports that have been 
made. I think you have given a good account of your stewardship, 
Sir. I think that Templary, as the result of your leadership, has 
carried the banner of Templary in these States forward on a high 


standard. _ For ten successive years you have shown a modest 
but net gain. 


Now the M.W. Grand Master referred in his remarks to the 
condition of the early Crusaders and said that it took them some 
200 years, I think, to become the Crusaders we would like to think 
they were, battling for the restoration of the Holy Land and all 
those things that were near and dear to the Christians of that era. 
It is true that the early Crusaders were something less than suc- 
cessful and for a good reason. They lacked the very thing that 
this country, this nation, this fraternity, all social organizations 
need so much today, they were missing the one thing that was most. 
needful to them to be successful. They were not well organized 
because they did not have good leaders. Then you will recall as 
Knighthood came into flower, when the men who were capable 
and qualified to take over the leadership of those Crusades, the 
hill to the Holy Grail was protected and Jerusalem was redeemed 
from the Saracens. Leadership then, as in 1957, was the determin- 
ing factor in the success of any enterprise or undertaking. 


Now the M-.E..Grand Master, a man of indefatigable energy, 
a man who has given completely of his time for the past two 
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years, all of his energies, a tremendous amount of administrative 
ability, for he has visited some 34 of the Grand Commanders 
in the intervening months since he was installed in New York 
as Grand Master, has moved with what we might well recognize 
as admirable leadership in a station of leadership in the Grand 
Encampment. 


Reference has been made here twice at the great regret we all 
feel through the loss of one of the outstanding men in that Grand 
Encampment Line, Ansel Alvah Packard of Connecticut. The 
Grand Encampment and Masonry in Connecticut, and indeed 
in New England, have lost one of its staunchest devotees, one of 
its most able men, one of its most dedicated leaders, and I, with 
all of you, mourn the passing of this stalwart Knight who has 
sheathed his sword and stepped behind that curtain which sep- 
arates the seen from the unseen, the known from the unknown, 
and fallen asleep in the gentle, protecting, loving arms of his 
Maker. 

But with the leadership with which the Grand Master is so 
capably endowed he appointed a Past Grand Commander of 
Michigan, a former Governor of that State, and presently serving 
your country and mine as the Secretary of the Army, R..E-.Sir 
Wilbur M. Brucker. Wilbur Brucker will make a great contri- 
bution to the Grand Encampment Line which so much needs it. 
I know because I have had a letter from him, as well as a telephone- 
call, assuring me of something which I needed no assurance, that 
just as soon as his official duties in Washington permit him he 
wanted to get right into the business of the Grand Encampment 
and carry on the fine program that has been established by our 
Grand Master. I think his appointment has been one of the fine 
monuments to Walter A. Delamater’s judgment and I am sure we 
all compliment him for it. 


Throughout this country in any form of social endeavor, whether 
in our fraternal organization or not, we have a growing need for 
leadership. Since I have been here someone has said to me, and 
in all good faith, “Byron, I wonder when New England will have 
aman in that Grand Encampment Line?” I was constrained to 
say to him, because I feel strongly that way, “I don’t know when 
or if New England will have a man in the Grand Encampment 
Line but I, for one, am going to cast personalities to the side, forget 
friendship and geographical location, and in looking for the Grand 
Encampment Line in the future, I hope to find men, and there 
are many, who are capable of becoming the kind of national 
Masonic leaders we would like to have.” 


If you are going to have leadership in Templary it must begin 
with the Grand Encampment and it cannot stop at that level 
alone. It should carry on, of course, in every Grand Commandery 
in the jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment. Of course, it 
cannot stop there. It must go down into the Commanderies 
of the grass roots. 
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I believe that in this jurisdiction you must have been doing a 
pretty good job. Your demits are about the same as last year. 
Your suspensions are but a few more than last year. Your Knight- 
ings have increased. Your financial condition is sound. Your net 
gain is slightly greater than it was last year. 


You have attended the All-Masonic Night and I think that is 
one of the fine things that this Grand Commandery has done. 
When you think that here is a night — I presume sponsored by 
Aleppo Temple — a night participated in by the Grand Lodge, 
the Grand Chapter, the Grand Council, the Templars and the 
Shrine, it indicates to me that there must be something more to 
York Rite cooperation in this jurisdiction than would appear on 
the surface. Show me the jurisdiction where the Grand Lodge, 
the Chapter, the Council and the Shrine are working hand in 
hand and I will show you Masonry at its best, and I believe that 
here in Massachusetts you have Just that. 


I commend your retiring Grand Commander, Thomas A. Booth, 
or a year — what I would assume after hearing what I heard 
this morning — for a year of progress in this Grand Commandery. 


Now the curtain will be lowered for a moment on the present 
administration, only to be raised this afternoon on a new one when 
Dwight C. Page will, in the normal course of events, assume the 
leadership and abilities of this Grand Commandery. To him 
and to you I wish Godspeed. I know the M..E..Grand Master 
would hope for the finest year you have ever had, dedicated to the 
best that Templary can provide. And I think one of the finest 
things you could do, if you do appreciate the sacrifices and energies 
expended by your Grand Master, would be to make up your minds 
that this Grand Commandery is going to be represented in that

_It has been a great delight and pleasure to return here today to 
visit with my old friends and make some new ones. I am par- 
ticularly happy to report the presence of so many of the Grand 
Commanders of New England and the Atlantic Seaboard. I say 
to you, gentlemen, this will be the finest experience of your Templar 
life. These friends, with whom you are serving as Grand Com- 
manders of your respective States and jurisdictions, will be your 
dearest friends throughout your Templar experience.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR INSTRUCTOR 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers and Members of 
the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


This year the Marking schedule had a requirement of 970 points 
for a mark of 10-. We had 24 Commanderies that earned a mark 
of 10-, 14 a mark of 9+, 10 a mark of 9, 1 a mark of 9-, andla 
mark of 8+. This compares with last years record of 27 Com- 
manderies with 10-, 20 with 9+, and 3 With a 9. 


The two Commanderies which received the highest marks were 
St. John’s No. 1 with 996 points and Reading No. 50 with 990 
points. 

Two Commanders did their work without error, while 20 lost 
from 1 to 9 points and the remaining lost from 10 to 50 points. 

There were five Commanderies that lost 5 to 29 points for failure 
to make their attendance. This is the same number of Com- 
manderies that have lost points for attendance the last two years. 


Twenty-nine Commanderies retained their same mark, with 6 
obtaining a higher mark and 15 a lower mark.

The York Rite Committee of Rhode Island was organized three 
years ago. It was made up of three representatives from each of 
the three York Rite Grand Bodies. 


Meetings were held regularly and were well attended. First 
efforts were directed toward preparing printed educational or 
promotional materials. Consideration was then given to working 
out a plan for representatives to work at the local level in the 
State, to get the material into the hands of likely York Rite candi- 
dates.

ON NEW MEMBERSHIP AND PUBLICITY 


For tHE Year Enpine June 30, 1957 


Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers and Members of the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


In the year just ended we had a net gain of 88 members or 1.29%. 
This gain is a slight improvement over last year, but is much too 
small. There is an imperative need to substantially increase our 
membership. On June 30, 1957 our Grand Commandery had 
14,848 members.

Natick Commandery No. 33 leads in net membership gain with 
an increase of 25, Sutton Commandery No. 16 was second with 
a gain of 20, and Reading Commandery No. 50 was third with a 
gain of 17. 


PETITIONS 


Our Grand Commandery quota was 1,000 petitions. This is a 
reasonable goal and was exceeded in both 1950 and 1952. This 
year we obtained 832 petitions or 83.2% of quota. Our gross re- 
corded addition was 766 new members indicating a carryover of 
petitions to the 1957-58 year. The net gain of 88 members reflects 
the heavy toll of deaths, demits and suspensions. 


It is encouraging that 20 Commanderies equalled or exceeded 
their quotas. Three commanderies exceeded 200% of quota. 
They were Berkshire No. 22 with 233%, South Shore No. 31 with 
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211%, and Natick No. 33 with 204%. Two commanderies have 
equalled or exceeded their quotas for four successive years. They 
are Cyprus No. 39 and DeMolay No. 7. 


The honor of obtaining the largest number of petitions was 
shared by DeMolay No. 7 and Boston No. 2 with 65 petitions each. 
Sutton No. 16 was third with a total of 42 petitions. 


NET GAINS AND LOSSES 


Twenty-eight commanderies had a net gain in membership, 
21 had net losess, and there was one with no change. The fact 
that 42% of our member commanderies had a net loss in member- 
ship is serious and emphasizes the need to obtain and retain more 
members. 


DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


We lost 121 members by demits and 118 by suspension. The 
combined total is the highest in the last seven years. During 
those seven years the cumulative demit and suspension total is 
1,313 or 8.9% of our present total membership. Our committee 
repeats the recommendation that has been made for several years 
that a special committee be appointed to study membership 
losses by demits and suspensions and to recommend corrective 
action. 


AFFILIATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 


There were 17 affiliations and 21 reinstatements. This number is 
so small in comparison with the number of demits and suspensions 
that it would appear the possibilities of increasing membership 
by affiliations and particularly by reinstatements has not received 
sufficient attention by the member commanderies. 


PUBLICITY 


In addition to stressing membership at inspection conclaves 
and by contacts of Committee members with individual command- 
ery officers both in person and by mail, the columns of The Templar 
were used to promote and record petition activity. The Templar 
was issued monthly by the Grand Recorder and was sent to council 
officers and recorders of member commanderies and to Grand 
Commandery officers.

I might add to that that usually at this time the Finance Com- 
mittee brings in a report of recommendations for funds to be pro- 
vided for attendance of this Grand Commandery. Again, we are 
unable to report at this time but at the Semi-Annual I believe we 
will have ways and means of attaining the necessary funds required 
to meet the expenses of the Triennial. Thank you.

REPORT OF THE PATRIOTIC ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE 
Year 1956-1957 


_ Contacts with our Commanderies this year have indicated an 
increasing and gratifying response to our Grand Master’s desire to 
expand the influence of Templary through the many mediums he 


has chosen to embrace under the general heading of Patriotic 
Activities. 


Reports were not received from all Commanderies but of the 
26 reporting, it is particularly interesting to note that: 


St. John’s No. 1, Wallace Kirkpatrick, Comm. was active in the formation 
of the Masonic Youth Foundation at Buttonwoods, Warwick, R.I.; an 
Organization of which much may be expected in the years to come. 


Boston No. 2, Chas. D. Harrington, Comm. led the parade for the Boston 

Protestant Layman’s Communion Breakfast from the various churches to 

echanics Building; also served as host to the Order of Rainbow Girls 
and the Order of DeMolay for several of their activities. 


Sir Knights and their wives of Worcester County No. 5, Clarence E. Goodwin, 

omm. contributed_about 200 hours work in cleaning, repairing and re- 

painting Marions Camp, a local Community Chest Service Agency in 
preparation for the Summer Schedule. 
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Holy Sepulchre No. 8, Bertram J. Carceau, Comm. through a trust fund con- 
tinued their support and maintenance of the Abbe Francis Lawton Memorial 
Home Dental Clinic at Central Falls, R. I. I understand that the Clinic 
is operated by Trustees elected from the membership of Holy Sepulchre 
and was recently cited for its work by Tufts University. In turn H.S. 
voted two $2,000 fellowships to Tufts Dental College for graduate student 
use in continuing research projects at the Clinic. H.S. has also been active 
in DeMolay interests and on June 14 a team of Officers and guards of 
HLS. worked the Chevalier Degree for the Pawtucket Order of DeMolay. 


Pilgrim No. 9, Charles F. Edlund, Comm. served as Guard of Honor in the 
public procession in observance of St. Johns Sunday. 


Jerusalem No. 19, Norman R. Lowe, Comm. in addition to serving as escort 
for the several Masonic Bodies of both Fitchburg and Leominster on 
Church Sundays has many members active in Civil Defense, Work. Its 
Commander has been prominent in an executive capacity in the local 
organization for several years. 


Woonsocket No. 24, William C. Sanderson, Comm. donated an American 
Flag to the new Rainbow Girls Assembly at Woonsocket. 


Attleboro No. 29, Kenneth F. Woodward, Comm. escorted the members of 
the Council of Churches on the occasion of their 10th Anniversary Program. 


Gethsemane No. 35, H. Austin Starr, Jr., Comm. evidenced their interest in 
Community Service by having a prominent speaker tell them of ways and 
means to improve community effort for the betterment of all concerned. 


Olivet No. 36, Peter L. Wright, Comm. in addition to acting as escort for 
Masonic and DeMolay Church Services, made their annual outing an 
occasion for promoting Templar principles and interests. In_the course 
of their outing, usually somewhere in the White Mountains of N. H., they 
attend Church in a body, provide a soloist, and some member takes part 
in the Service. Their sizeable donation as well as participation in the Service 
speaks well for them and for Templary wherever they may choose to attend. 


Cyprus No. 39, Robert L. Tibbetts, Comm. has had Sir Kt. John MacDonald 
busily engaged for quite some time in compiling a history of Washington 
the Mason. When completed it should provide much information of real 
interest to the fraternity as a whole. 


Reading No. 50. Harold F. Davis, Jr., Comm. through the activity of its 
Patriotic Committee, Sir Kt. Charles E. Climo, chairman, has embarked 
on a program which has as its objective “an American Flag flying over the 
home of every Mason in its area,” Very satisfactory progress is reported. 


Quite a variety of interests and projects. And perhaps suggests 
possibilities of Jnterest to other Commanderies not presently 
engaged in specific programs, 


In addition, the above Commanderies together with Calvary 
No. 13, Berkshire No. 22, Godfrey de Bouillon No. 25, Natick 
No. 33, Beauseant No. 41, Temple No. 48, Sir Galahad No. 52, 
and presumably many others who have not reported, have been 
prominent as escorts for the various Masonic Bodies in their vi- 
cinity on Church Sundays and other occasions of Masonic or 
allied interest.

The next item on the calendar is New Business. 
E..Sir Aurrep C. Buaxs: R..E..Grand Commander, I have 


a motion to amend the Constitution which reads as follows. 
(Reading) 


MOVED: That Section 1 of Article IV of the Constitution of the Grand 
Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island be amended by striking out the words ‘and May” 
and the semi-colon in the second line of the first paragraph and by striking out 
the words “in October’ in the fourth line of said paragraph, and by striking 
out the semi-colon in the fifth line thereof and by inserting in its place a period, 
and by striking out the words “and in May for the transaction of such business 


amay be presented”, so that said Section 1 of said Article IV will read as 
‘ollows: 


“Article IV. Section 1. This Grand Commandery shall hold a stated con- 
clave in October of each year at such time and place as the Grand Com- 


mander shall appoint for the election of officers and the transaction of the 
annual business. 


Special conclaves may be called by the Grand Commander; and shall be 
called by him upon the written request of a majority of the Commanderies. 


_ No business shall be transacted at a Special Conclave except that specified 
in the notice or summons.” 


Now by Section 1 of Article XXIII of the Constitution, any 
motion to amend the Constitution must be presented at one Con- 
clave and it cannot be acted upon until some subsequent Conclave, 
and it therefore follows that at this time this motion is not de- 
batable. But I would like to point out that this motion was not 
designed or much less was it intended to abolish the Semi-Annual 
Conclave or prevent any Grand Commander who wishes to call 
a Semi-Annual Conclave from doing so. All this does is remove 
the mandatory provision which compels a Grand Commander, 
whether he wants to or not, to call a Semi-Annual Conclave. 


Inasmuch as it seems to me that any motion to amend the Con- 
stitution should not be passed on by the comparative few in num- 
ber who customarily attend the Semi-Annual Conclave, I speci- 
fically move that this motion be not passed upon until the next 
Annual Conclave.

Tur Granp Commanpen: Sir Knights, E..Grand Recorder, I 
do not believe that requires any motion other than the last state- 
ment. 


R..E..Sir Georer A. Werks: I will read the Amendments, 
Article V, Section 1, “These Regulations may be altered or 
amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present at any Con- 
clave of this Grand Commandery.” 


Tur Granp Commanper: Sir Knights, the motion of our Grand 
Generalissimo regarding the Semi-Annual requires no vote but the 
last part of his recommendation that the item be on the calendar 
of business for our next Annual Conclave, and be voted then, does. 
Is there a second to the Grand Generalissimo’s motion? (Motion 
seconded) 


Sir Knights, it is regularly moved and seconded that the question 
on the Semi-Annual Conclave be made at our next Annual Con- 
clave in October, 1958. All those in favor signify by extending the 
sword arm. Opposed the bridle arm. The motion is carried. 

Sir Knights, is there any other new business? 


V..E..Sm Dwicut C. Pacu: R..E..Sir, I have a very minor 
amendment to the By-Laws I would like to suggest. (Reading) 


I propose that Article IX Section 1 be amended by omitting the Standing 
Committee on Foreign Correspondence, and that Section 8 of the same 
Article describing the duties of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence 
be eliminated. 


It is my understanding that this Committee is not required by Grand 
Encampment Statutes and is in fact inoperative and superfluous for all 
present purposes. 


Tue Grand Commanper: This requires no vote and unless 


otherwise stated will be presented for vote at the Semi-Annual 
Conclave next May. 


R.-.E-.Sir Grorcr A. Werks: R..E..Sir, while you are ac- 
cepting changes to the Constitution I have one that was passed 
to me a short while ago. (Reading) 


Moved to amend Article XVIII Section 2 by changing the word “seventy” 
to read “eighty four and one half” so that said Section shall read: 

Sec. 2. Every Constituent Commandery shall make annually to the Grand 
Recorder on or before the fifteenth of August a return of the Roll of Officers 
and members and of all candidates for the Orders accepted or rejected up to 
and including June 30 next preceding and pay to this Grand Commandery 
five dollars for every Knight receiving the Order of the Temple and 84% 
cents plus the amount of per capita dues assessed by Grand Encampment for 
every member returned and from the sum thus collected shall be paid the 
assessment for every member levied by the Grand Encampment. A Com- 
mandery failing to make said return on or before the fifteenth day of August 
shall pay a penalty of twenty-five dollars, 


Or such figure, in lieu of “eighty four and one half” as may be voted at the 
conclave of the Grand Commandery. 


Courteously submitted, 
Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. 
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That will have to take the same course. 


R..E-.Srr A. Kennera Martin: R..E..Grand Commander, 
I would like to say a few words on that at this time with the 
permission of the Sir Knights. 


Grand Commandery doesn’t need any money, Sir Knights. 
We have the highest budget we have had for years and we have 
covered it. Now they would like to vote on this at the Semi- 
Annual when you don’t have many down there. I don’t think 
there is a Commandery here that wants to pay an additional 
assessment. You have to pay this Eye Assessment. You are being 
assessed down the line. If you don’t want to pay it you should 
talk it up. I don’t like to see these Sir Knights paying that. I 
am for the small Commanderies and Grand Commandery can 
take care of itself. 


I would like to make a change. I would like to see it brought 
up at the Annual Conclave when we can have a good delegation 
to oppose it. I would make a motion to that effect. (Motion 
seconded) 


Tur Granp Commanper: The motion is made and seconded 
that this item be on our agenda for the next Annual Conclave 
in October of 1958. Any discussion? Those in favor signify by 
pete the sword arm. Opposed the bridle arm. The motion is 
carried. 


_ R-.E..Sir Guoree A. Wunxs: R-.E-.Sir, I have one more 
item and then you can go to dinner. This is being submitted by 
the Recorder and the office staff. (Reading) 


In April, 1946, 1,000 copies of revised Tactics were printed. At that time, 
ten copies were issued to each Commandery — one for each copy of the 
Rituals issued by Grand Encampment. The Division Commanders were to 
check these copies and report them on their Inspection Report, the same as 
they did on Rituals. 


In 1951, the practice of reporting the Tactics by the Division Commanders 
was removed from the Inspection Report and since that time we have had 
many requests by individuals for Tactics. This year the demand for Tactics 

as increased, and we have received requests for as many as ten Tactics for 
an individual Commandery with no explanation as to what has happened to 
the original ten which were assigned to that Commandery. 


_ It is true that the Commanderies pay for these Tactics, but at the present 
time our supply has been reduced to 33 and no provision has been made 
for a reprint. 


I move you, Sir, that this question be referred to the Tactics 
Committee for action immediately. (Motion seconded) 


Tue Granp Commannper: Sir Knights, you have heard the 
motion that this question of issuance of Tactics be referred to the 
Tactics Committee. Anything to be said on the question? If not, 
all in favor signify by extending the sword arm. Opposed the 
bridle arm. The motion is carried. 
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Sir Knights, anything further or new business? 


I will now declare a recess for lunch (Recess for lunch at 1 p.m.) 


RECESS 


THE Granp Commanper: I now declare that Grand Com- 
mandery is reconvened for business at 2:30 P.M. 


I would like to call for the Report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials. 


En. Sir Witt1am Turner: Right Eminent Grand Commander, 
there are 194 registrants reporting from 44 Commanderies. 


R-.E-.Smr_ Roserr Garpiner Witson, Jr: R..Es.Grand 
Commander, I would like to rise to move reconsideration of the 
vote taken before the recess on the disposition of the proposed 
amendment to Article XVIII, Section 2. I am not running for any 
office so I hold no particular brief for the proposed amendment, 
let us start by saying, but I am rather disturbed at the vote for 
it is provided in the Grand Constitution under Article XXII, 
Section 1, that: (Reading) 

This Grand Constitution may be altered or amended by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present at any conclave, notice of such alteration or amend- 
ment having been presented. in writing at a previous conclave and printed in 
the call for the conclave at which action is to be taken. 

_, [may be wrong, and we won’t make it my amendment but say 
it is an amendment by Sir Knight John Doe and he presents a 
motion to amend in writing, which he must do, to be borne on the 
notice of a later Conclave. If it is possible to move that the 
proposed amendment skip a Conclave and go over to a second 
Conclave it would also be possible to move that action on the 
proposed amendment be put over to the Annual Conclave of 1965. 
In other words, you could get action and disposition of a proposed 
amendment without any discussion of the merits on the very night 
when the proposed amendment is proposed. To my mind that 


is a dangerous status in our B -laws and our Constitution and I 
think that should be cleared eh, 


__ _I think we should reconsider the motion which, as I understand 
1t, puts over the proposal not to the next Conclave but to the next 
Annual Conclave. In the interim I think we should obtain a ruling 
of just what that Amendment Section means. It is a dangerous 
situation in my book, to be able to kill an amendment, in effect, 
on the night it is proposed by moving that it be printed on the 
notice for the 1965 or 1975 Annual Conclave. I think the vote taken 


before the recess is in error and I move reconsideration for that 
purpose. (Motion seconded) 


Tue Granp Commanper: How do you find that in the record? 


(The stenotypist explained parliaments isi tained 
in the two amendments.) Pp ary provisions con 
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R..E..Srm Roserr Garpiner Wison, Jr.: I still say you 
can’t move an amendment to the Constitution or By-Laws, 
legally, that a proposed amendment that did not limit can be put 
over to a Conclave two or three times removed from the next Con- 
clave. It must be borne on the notice of the next Conclave. 


Tur Granp Commanper: I think it has been stated and right- 
fully so that any amendment to the Grand Constitution shall be 
presented and voted on at the next Conclave. 


R..E..Srm Roserr Garprner Witson, Jr.: Unfortunately it 
doesn’t say that but it has been the procedure although I presume 
that when E..Sir Blake presents an amendment he can ask that 
it be presented at a later Conclave. 


R..E..Sm Grorcr A. Werxs: Just for the record I shall 
read the Article XXIII, Section 1, on Amendments. (Reading) 


Section 1. This Grand Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
vote of two-thirds of the members present at any conclave, notice of such al- 
teration or amendment having been presented in writing at a previous con- 
clave and printed in the call for the conclave at which action is to be taken. 
Amendments as proposed may be modified by Grand Commandery, but modi- 
fications must be distinctly and plainly germane to the subject. 


Then in Article V, Section 1, on Amendments. (Reading) 


Section 1. These Regulations may be altered or amended by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present at any Conclave of this Grand Commandery. 


Tur Granp Commanper: Do you wish to proceed, R..E..Sir 
Wilson, with the reconsideration of your amendment? 


R..E..Sm Roserr Garpiner Wiison, Jr.: Yes, Sir, I have 
moved reconsideration of the vote which I say without right 
postponed from the Semi-Annual to the later date. I say it was a 
vote of what I say was an illegal act. 


Tue Granp Commanner: Sir Knights, you are about to vote 
on the amendment as proposed by R..E..Sir Robert Gardiner 
Wilson, Jr. All those in favor signify by extending the sword arm. 
There seems to be some question, Sir Knights, of what we are 
voting on. We are voting to reconsider the motion which was 
presented before recess — 


R..E..Sm Grorer A. Weeks: Article XVIII, Section 2. 


Tue Granp Commanper: As proposed by R..E..Sir Robert 
Gardiner Wilson, Jr. He has asked for reconsideration and motion 
has been made and seconded. This is in regards to the per capita 
tax, Sir Knights. All those in favor signify by extending the sword 
arm. Opposed the bridle arm. The motion is carried. 


R..E..Sm Roserr Garver Witson, Jr.: Now, R..E-.Sir, 
we having reconsidered that motion, I move that in accordance 
with the By-laws that the proposed amendment be carried on the 
notice of the next Conclave. 
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I will make this assurance. You have the count of those present 
today, both Commanderies and Representatives, and if there is a 
baker’s dozen present at the next Conclave neither you or I 
want to take action. It may be that there will be more than a 
baker’s dozen present but I think we should comply with the 
By-laws. 


Tue Granp Commanprer: At the Semi-Annual. There is a 
motion. 


R..E..Sir Ropert Garpiner Witson, Jr.: My motion is, 
in accordance with what I consider the true interpretation of the 
Constitution and in accordance with our invariable custom of the 
past, that this proposed amendment be carried on the notice of 
the next Conclave of the Grand Commandery. 


Tur Granp Commanpen: thank you, Sir. 


R.-.E..Sm A. Kennera Martin: R-.E..Sir, I make the 
motion that that be tabled. 


R-.E..Sir Roserr Garpiner Wiison, Jr: R-.E-.Sir, I 
raise the point of order that it is impossible to table a proposed 
form of written amendment which has been offered in writing to 
the Grand Commandery or any other organization. 


_ Re. E..Smr Groran A. Werks: An amendment as presented 
is not debatable at this time. 


Tue Granp Commanver: Sir Knights, an amendment as pre- 
sented is not debatable. We will vote on the motion as proposed 
by R..E..Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. All those in favor 
will signify by extending the sword arm. Opposed the bridle arm. 
The motion is carried. 


Anything further, Sir Knights? 


E.. Grand Captain of the Guard, you will present the E.. Grand 
Warder to the East, please. 


(E..Sir Erford W. Poole presented to the East.) 


THE Granp CoMMANDER: Erford, we have come a long way. 
I don’t think I have the words to say what I would like to say 
to you today. For your twelve years of loyal service, competent 
good advice, my compass and my guide, I might say, for the 
last twelve years, I don’t have the words of appreciation that 
I would like to say to you. You have been a wonderful help 
to me, a wonderful companion. 


: I think back, of course, a good many years. Perhaps I got a 
little bit personal but I think back to that little remark that you 
and I laugh about once in a while, of M.W. Roger Keith when he 
met us in Brockton one day and said, ‘What is this, a father and 
son combination?”

I felt very close to you, 
perhaps as close as I could be other than being just that combina- 
tion. 


So we arrive at the end of a long road which we both travelled 
together and we both enjoyed very much. I know I have and I 
know you have. I just have a little token to express my apprecia- 
tion for all you have done for me and with this I have the honor 
and very great pleasure of presenting to you your Past Grand 
Warder’s jewel. 


Erford, I hope that you and I are going to have many, many 
more years to travel around together. Let’s not think that this is 
the end of the road. Let’s just think that every time my car hits 
the road you are welcome to jump into it and go wherever it is. 
I certainly want you to feel that you are welcome any time. 


I..Srr Errorp W. Pooue: R.. E..Grand Commander, I sup- 
pose as long as I live you will always be “Tommy lad.” You say 
that this is the end of a long road, yes, but we got here and that 
is the main thing. There have been lots of times during the last 
thirty months when I wondered where I would be when you had 
your finale here in Boston. There are two things. I am glad that 
Iam able to be present today, and when you insisted two years ago 
that I continue with you. I think that was one of the kindest and 
most generous things you have done for me. 


As to this thoughtfulness, kindness, or generosity, or whatever 
you call it, you have all of these traits and I am grateful that it 
came from your hands. You know I asked what I would do about 
the spot on my coat when the end came and you said not to worry. 
Now I know why. 


Tommy, I want to thank you for all you have done and for 
insisting some two and a half years ago that I stay with you. At 
the reception at your home town a year ago perhaps some may re- 
member what I said to you then. What I said to you then was 
from the heart and every sentiment I uttered I repeat today. As 
T have often said, using that common phraseology in the old song, 
thank you, Tommy lad.

I may have a few words with Tom Booth. 


Tom, this is a very pleasant occasion for me to present you some- 
thing that you have been looking forward to. We have taken one 
away from you. You came down here and said that it is the end of 
the road and the end of the Line, but it isn’t for a Past Grand 
Commander because he is supposed to keep on working. It takes 
me back many years ago when you were Commander of Sutton 
Commandery and I was Division Commander. I was so pleased, 
even way back there, that I had in mind later on if I should ever 
become Grand Commander that you would be one of my ap- 
pointees. I was fortunate in skipping one or two stations but I 
don’t think you have skipped one.

It is with great pleasure, Tom, that I pin this on your breast. 
I know you will wear it as I have worn mine which came to me from 
a Past Grand Commander. I proudly wear the one that Charlie 
White wore for so many years here in our Grand Commandery. 


I think that is it, Tom, but wait a minute, rather than have you 
make two or three speeches I will keep on. I have one or two things 
tucked in here. Here is your rosette and you will have to take off 
the shoulder straps to revert from red to purple. It is an honor to 
present them to you because, as I said, our association starts so 
many years ago that I have forgotten the year you were Com- 
mander. I am sure it was a long time ago. I have been proud of 
you all these years. 


R..E..Sir Tuomas A. Boor: Thank you, Frank, for those 
kind words. I am glad to hear that about twelve years ago that 
it. was by premeditation that I was appointed to the Line. I 
didn’t know but what it was as a last resort. I have appreciated 
the opportunity you have given me to serve in some small way 
this Grand Commandery but it looked like a long, long road ahead 
in the beginning and it really looks like a short road now. I ap- 
preciate everything you have done for me. You have given me a 
lot of good advice through the years. It has been a wonderful 
opportunity to follow behind so many wonderful Grand Com- 
manders that this Grand Commandery has had. It has been 
a job to keep up to their records but I hope that I have been able 
to contribute something in a small way to Templary in Massa- 
chusetts. I will take pleasure in putting these on and while you 
say that it is the end of the road I hope it is not and that I can 
serve in some capacity this Grand Commandery and our new 
Grand Commander. Thank you, very much. 


R..E..Sir and Sir Knights, may I also thank you and every 
one for this opportunity you have given me to serve you and Grand 
Commandery. I want to thank you for these little tokens I am 
going to wear very proudly. I am very happy to receive this 
Jewel of Sir Knight Hyslop who was a very frequent visitor to 
Sutton Commandery of which I am very proud. So it has some 
significance to me to receive the jewel of one of the Past Grand 
Commanders I know personally. 


R..E..Sir, for you I can only wish you the best of everything 
and a successful year and, Dwight, you know that if there is any- 
thing I can do I will try my best to help you in any way. 


Tur Granp Commanper: Thank you, Tom. It won’t take me 
long to remind you of that. 
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Sir Knights, it is getting late and I know we are ail tired. I 
had hoped we would have time to go into the program for next 
year but I won’t attempt to do that but will save it for the Pre- 
siding Councils meeting later on that I hope you will attend. 
There are a few things I want to say to you before you get away. 
We have had some optimistic though realistic reports of the fine 
year we had last year; financial, membership and so forth. On 
the other hand, I don’t want any of you men to go away from here 
in a spirit of complacency and feel that all we have to do is coast 
along and everything will be wonderful. It doesn’t work that way. 
I think any new man taking over the control of an organization, 
if he is at all conscientious, tries to look at things through a pretty 
broad pair of eyes to see what has happened, where it stands and 
what should be done. I want to take just a few minutes to give 
you a few thoughts. This isn’t going to be a long specch as I am 
not in the mood for it and neither are you. 


In the last ten years our Grand Lodge gained 21.6% in member- 
ship; Grand Chapter, 9.2%; Grand Commandery, 17.9%; Scottish 
Rite gained 63.7%. We have had a seven year loss, as our Mem- 
bership Committee told us, of 9 percent of our present membership 
through suspensions and demits and 42 percent of our Com- 
manderies last. year showed a net loss. We have to take in, on 
the basis of the last four or five years, an average of six members to 
end up with a net gain of one. We lose three and one-half by 
deaths; we lose one by suspensions; we lost one-half by demits. 
So there are five men lost out of every six we take in on the average 
of the last four or five years. 


Now I don’t think this organization is any different from any 
other organization. It has the same problems. It has the same 
organizational needs. It has its objectives, it has its engineers, 
Service, its sales and maintenance problems, and everything else. 
The only way to find out what to do is do what I have tried to do, 
analyze it a bit. The picture may look a little disappointing but it 
is nothing to get discouraged about. It just points up the problems 
and presents the challenges, and if you men elected as Com- 


manders this year recognize them we can turn them to our ad- 
vantage. 


Let’s summarize just a bit. The figures on Grand Lodge show 
we only have 10 percent of the Grand Lodge membership in this 
Grand Commandery. Well, if a 90 percent sales potential isn’t 
a salesman’s paradise I don’t know what is. Only about 50 percent 
of our membership is represented in comparison with the Grand 
Chapter figures. It seems to me that shows what has got to be 
done. We have a tremendous potential of growth. Let’s not say 
it can’t be done. Let’s just look at the Blue Lodge and Scottish 
Rite record. Of course it can be done. It shows we have got to 
start work at the Blue Lodge level and start early in the season 
and not wait until the year is half-way along to get results. 
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On the suspension and demit matter let me tell you that in the 
last ten years there has been a growing increase in suspensions 
and demits; this year they were over double what they were ten 
years ago. That is a trend in the wrong direction decidedly. It 
shows we have not only the problem of getting new members 
but we have to hold them. We have to strengthen the work; 
make it more attractive to new members and hold the interest 
of those we already have. 


Furthermore, if we are going to do anything this year we 
must get going now and not wait until January or March. We 
made a good start last year and we have turned the tide. The 
trend has been down, down, down since 1950. That was the last 
big year we had. It turned upwards last year. We have a start. 
Let’s keep it going. We are right at the crossroads and are either 
going ahead or going back. We don’t stand still in this organization 
any more than we do in business. The only way to do it is to put 
in some real hard work and that is all it costs us. 


I have listened to the recommendations made by several Com- 
mittees’ this year. I think we have anticipated practically every 
recommendation. Through the cooperation of our Past Grand 
Commander our new Committees have already been permitted 
to go to work. They were appointed weeks and weeks ago and they 
are working now on programs for this year. So we should be off 
to a good start. 


The Committee on Exemplifications has practically every area 
lined up already so that the Exemplifications can be put on before 
the time set for Inspections so that each Commandery can par- 
ticipate. That will be a good thing for all. 


We have some of the finest and best qualified men in the or- 
ganization working on these committees. They are going to try to 
help you; not dictate, but help. Please do not be afraid to call on 
them. They will work with you in every way they can and you 
will find it to your advantage. 


All I can say, again, is that there is work to be done and let’s 
get at it. I am going to pledge to each one of you my best efforts. 
I shall probably make mistakes, perhaps a lot of them, but if I 
do you may be sure they will be errors of commission and not omis- 
sion and everything I do will be governed by a sincere desire to do 
what I think is best for this Grand Jurisdiction. I am going to 
count on your support and I am sure that with it that we will 
have an outstanding year in this Jurisdiction. Thank you, Sir 
Knights. 


R..E..Granp Commanprr: There has been comment made 
from time to time on the desirability of having the Semi-Annual 
and Annual meetings held on Saturday as compared with week- 
days. Saturday is apparently convenient for many and incon- 
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venient for others. We are not limited in much of any way other 
than we have to have the Annual in October and the Semi-Annual 
in May. I would like an expression from you, while there are 
so many here, as to which you prefer. Will those who prefer 
a Saturday meeting please stand. Will those who prefer a week- 
day meeting please stand. (Six stood) I think there is no question 
but what there is an overwhelming preference for the Saturday 
meeting. 


Is there anything else to come before this meeting? If not, 
we are ready to adjourn. 


E..Grand Warder, you will inform the Grand Sentinel that I 
am about to adjourn this Grand Commandery. 


E..Sir Witttam W. Armour:R..E..Grand Commander, the 
E..Grand Sentinel is informed.

Each month we are pleased to read in the notices the names of 
new members being balloted on. In many notices, however, we 
read that which is inevitable, namely, the deaths of our members, 


which in some cases seem to be exceeding the number of new 
members. 


Through the year we know little about losses due to demits and 
suspensions over which we do have definite control. When the 
figures are sent in at the close of the year we too often find that 
the number of demits granted and the suspensions made exceed 
the numbers of new members, thus resulting in a net loss in the 
membership of the Commandery. 


_ For the remainder of the year let us try to discourage the grant- 
ing of demits. Let us weigh very carefully any action on suspen- 
sions. If 9 member is in need, why not make a liberal adjustment 
on his dues or rebate them entirely to bring him into good standing? 
If necessary to do so the equivalent of the amount of money repre- 
sented by the cancellation of dues may be transferred from your 
charity fund to the general fund, thus having the same effect on 
the latter account as though the member had paid his dues. 


In reconciling the gains and losses,if your losses exceed the gains 
please make an honest effort to at least bring them into balance 
before the end of the year. Let us do all possible to increase the 
Gains by obtaining New Members and Reinstatements and De- 
crease the Losses by preventing Demits and Avoiding Suspensions. 

With NET GAIN in mind, it would be well to check up on our 
accomplishments thus far to see how we are coming out when the 


year is over. I wish you would compute your gains and losses so 


far this year on the enclosed sheet and return it to the Grand 
Recorder as soon as possible.

At a meeting of the TACTICS COMMITTEE of this Grand 
Commandery K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island held in 
Grand Commandery Headquarters on Monday, June 24th, the 
following Rules and Changes were made in the TACTICS:
